It is with regret that our towns¬ 
people learn of the death of Air. 
Lyman W. Russell, formerly of 
Bethel, who died last week at the 
home of his niece, Mrs. S. S. Ab¬ 
bott, iff Denver, Colo-, where he 
has resided for the past two year 
The remains will be brought to 
Bethel for interment and the funer 
al will be held from the Union 
church at Locke AlillS, to-morrow, 
Rev, F, E. Barton of Bethel offi¬ 
ciating. 

Air. Russell Was born in Newry, 
Oct. 1, 1826, and was the Son of 
Willoughby and Polly (Bartlett) 
Russell, In early life he, With his 
brother Lawson, established a fur¬ 
niture manufactory at Locke Mills 
and later removed it to Walkor’s 
Mills, so Called, in Bethel, where 
he continued in business for many 
is I years and resided until ho wont to 
Denver. Ho married January 1, 
1855, Lucy Anna, daughter of John 
and Lucy Edgorly of Buxton. Ilia 
wife died some three years ago. 
r*r 1 wan ft. descendant of 

the earliest settlers of Bethel, his 
great-grandfather, Benjamin Rus¬ 
sell, having come to Bethel from 
Fryeburg in 1799, and was the first 
town clerk, and, it is said, he was 
the first Justice of the Peace in Ox¬ 
ford county, Ho was here at the 
time of the famous Indian raid 
and Benjamin Bussell, Jr., tho 
father of Lyman, was one of the 
scouts which guarded the settle¬ 
ment after the raid. The Bussell 
family Was one' of .the largest in 
town and many representatives of 
it still reside here.

Sparta, Wis., Aug. 11,1903. 
To my.old friends in Albany : 

It is with regret that I am dot 
able to be with you to enjoy the 
festivities for which you have met, 
the celebration of the Centennial 
of the organization of Albany. It 
would be a great pleasure to meet 
so many of my early associates 
as I trust are gathered on this oc¬ 
casion. 

It is with much pleasure that I 
recall my early days of youth and 
young manhood spent in your 
midst. The sight of your grand 
old hills and the early associations 
which cluster around them would 
bring you to my heart were I 
there. 

The success in life which has 
been achieved by many of the 
young men of my time, I'attribute 
chiefly to the good moral and 
spiritual instructions of the early 
times. 

In my mind’s eye I can see the 
old church building as it used to 
stand, and on Sunday mornings 
were gathered whole families of 
Lovejoys, Haskells, Cummingses, 
Flints, Jordans, Wardwells, JHLutch- 
insons, Shedds, Abbotts, Law¬ 
rences, Clarks, Saunders, Hunts 
and many others. The ministers 
gave them the Gospel straight 
from the shoulder as they under¬ 
stood it, and judging from the re¬ 
sults, it was the kind that helped 
to frame strong characters. I 
sometimes wonder at the many 
virtues possessed by those old set¬ 
tlers and the few failings, as I 
search for the young men of my 
time. I find many have filled po¬ 
sitions of prominence. From the 
Haskells,went out a missionary to 
Turkey; from the Goulds, a sur-, 
geon in the army; from the Cum¬ 
mingses, a minister of the gospel, 
afterward a professor in a Theo¬ 
logical seminary; from the Browns 
a host of teachers. I remembor 
the patriotism of Albany in the 
time of the Civil war. She sent 
out her quota of soldiers and rais¬ 
ed her bounties. 

May the citizens of Albany al¬ 
ways be as true and loyal to their 
country and their God, as were 
the old-time settlers, is the wish of 
your sincere friend.

Art showed me a farmhouse, where a 
few months ago a discontented soul 
killed his wife and himself, shooting 
his wife while ‘ she held a three- 
months'-old baby in her arms, ,r We 
were going to lynch, him then,” said 
Art artlessly, “but as I, rode, through 
the edge of the wood hack of the house 
I saw him lying there looking at us. 
He was dead. He - had shot himself 
three times. Nervy, wasn’t lie?” 

Again, as we rode on, he showed me 
a little , house by the roadside. “Old 
woman lives there, eighty-five years 
old," said he. “The town keeps her. 
Her husband died a while ago, and 
she can’t run the farm. She used to 
be an English noblewoman years ago, 
•and she ran away with the coachman 
and came to America. They lived here 
a long while. I guess she was an Eng¬ 
lish noblewoman all right, too, for 
once in a while she comes down to 
town and gets a pint-of alcohol, and 
she drinks it straight, and never bats 
an eye.’ 

But, as I was going to say, I saw an 
odd-looking fly in Art’s collection, a 
combination of squirrel hackle and 
apparently quill and silk body. Art 
said that fly was a very good one, 
very hard to wear out and very use¬ 
ful on the local streams. “The fellow 
that makes them lives here,” said he. 
“His name’s ITubbell. He’s the Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace.” I somehow liked 
the sound of Plubbell, J. P., and pres¬ 
ently looked into the matter. The 
oom of R. W. ITubbell, Justice of the 
Peace, is more angling shop than jus¬ 
tice shop, and here I learned how 
these very killing local flies are made, 
having a long tal\c over these and 
kindred subjects. 

“-I find that early in the spring this 
white silk grub I tie, with a bit of 
worm on the end, will kill trout be¬ 
fore they will rise to the fly. My first 
fly is the black gnat—hut you see I tie 
it different from any black gnat you 
ever saw.

You don’t have to chase ’em, 
and they don’t come off. They’re bet¬ 
ter than the real thing.
